YARMOUTH A fuueral will be 
held today for a Nova Scotia 
soldier killed in 
Afghanistan last month. 

Sgt. Kirk Taylor of 
Yarmouth will be buried in 
his hometown with full mil¬ 
itary honours. 

The 28-year-old was one 


of four soldiers and a jour¬ 
nalist killed Dec. 30 when 
their vehicle went over an 
improvised explosive de¬ 
vice during a patrol in Kan¬ 
dahar city.

year.

The first stage of 
construction will involve 
excavation of the site, 
pouring of the foundation 
and lajdng of concrete, the 
release said. Masonry 
work on the upper portion 
of the monument is set to 
begin in April.

Man shot in home break-in 


Victim recovering after two suspects flee scene: Police

A 48-year-old Halifax man 
is recovering in hospital 
after police say he was 
shot early yesterday after 
two men forced their way 
into his home. 

Halifax Regional Police 
say at 4:15 a.m., a relative 
of the victim called 911 in 
regards to a shooting in¬ 
side a house in the 3,400 
block of Mic Mac Street, 
which is off Connaught Av¬ 
enue. When police arrived, 
they say they found the 
victim with a single gun¬ 
shot wound, and he was 
taken to hospital for treat¬ 
ment of non-life- 
threatening injuries. 

Police say the man’s wife 
and adult children were al¬ 
so inside the home sleep¬ 
ing, but it’s unclear if they 
witnessed the shooting. 

Sgt. Nancy Rudback of 
HRP said investigators 
spoke with the victim yes¬ 
terday afternoon and were 
told two men forced their 
way into the home, then 


fled the scene after the 
shooting. 

It was police’s first inter¬ 
view with the victim and 
it’s still not known if he 
knew the suspects. 

The only description po¬ 
lice have of a possible sus¬ 
pect is a man wearing a 


hoodie and maybe leaving 
the scene. 

A neighbour, who 
wouldn’t give her name, 
told Metro yesterday she 
heard loud shouting from 
the home in the early 
morning hours, and then 
shortly later, police ar¬ 


rived. She didn’t hear a 
gunshot. 

Another woman told 
Metro the neighbourhood 
was home to a shooting a 
couple of years ago, but it’s 
been a quiet place to live 
the last couple of years.

Council to vote on pact 
with inside workers 


LABOUR Halifax Regional 
Council is expected to hold 
a ratification vote tomor¬ 
row on a tentative agree¬ 
ment between the munici¬ 
pality and 800 of its inside 
workers. 

The vote is scheduled to 
take place in the afternoon 
with the results an¬ 
nounced that evening. 

On Thursday, members 
of Local 13 of the Nova Sco¬ 
tia Union of Public and Pri¬ 
vate Employees voted nar¬ 
rowly to accept the offer, 
with 54 per cent casting 
their ballot in favour of the 
new agreement. 

Union officials had rec¬ 
ommended the workers re¬ 
ject the offer, saying it 
treats them “like crimi¬ 


nals” by giving the munici¬ 
pality the right to record 
phone conversations and 
administer polygraph tests 
to certain employees. 

The contract gives the 
employees a pay increase 
of three per cent retroac¬ 
tive to November 2008, 
two per cent to November 
of 2009 and two per cent 
this year.

His body was found 10 
weeks later.

Liberals use ads to bash Tories

Short sittings on Hill 
a thing of the past 


If Canadians are piqued 
about the prorogation of 
Parliament, it might be be¬ 
cause they're not looking 
back to the days of steam 
train and buggy travel for 
their comparison, as the 
prime minister appears to 
be. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper shrugs off his deci¬ 
sion to put an end to a 
messy parliamentaiy ses¬ 
sion as a “routine” matter. 

Harper’s officials have ar¬ 
gued that historically the 
average parliamentary ses¬ 
sion has lasted 109 sitting 
days, while the one that 
just ended lasted 128 days. 

True, in the 144 parlia¬ 
mentary sessions since 
Confederation in 1867, 
MPs in the Commons have 
logged an average of about 


11-day session 

• In the past 50 years there 
was one other similarly 
short 11-day session. In 
1988, the government of 
Brian Mulroney summoned 
Parliament briefly after the 
election to ratify the Free 
Trade Agreement. 

105 sitting days per ses¬ 
sion. 

But perhaps a more rele¬ 
vant comparison might be 
the average parliamentary 
session in the modern era 
— or, say, the prime minis¬ 
ter’s lifetime. 

Harper is 50 and in that 
time, airline travel has 
made it easier for MPs to 
travel from a riding to Ot¬ 
tawa to sit in the legisla¬ 


ture. In the 39 parliamen- 
taiy sessions over the last 
50 years, the average par- 
liamentaiy session for MPs 
sitting in the Commons 
lasted 173 days. 

Harper brought down 
that average with his 13- 
day session in 2008 after he 
prorogued Parliament 
when the opposition unit¬ 
ed and threatened to bring 
down the government.

Digital scans for tests prompt complaints 


Fancy body scanning isn't 
just for catching terrorists. 

In a move that has 
prompted at least three 
complaints to Canada’s pri¬ 
vacy czar, a growing num¬ 
ber of professional pro¬ 
grams such as medicine and 


business now require stu¬ 
dents to give a digital print 
of their finger, thumb or 
even veins in their palm to 
write the high-stakes en¬ 
trance tests designed and 
run out of the United States. 

The latest version is the 


new infrared scan of the 
blood vessels in your palm 
required by all 266,000 stu¬ 
dents around the world — 
8,000 in Canada — who 
write the GMAT admissions 
test each year for a master’s 
of business administration 


(MBA) program. The spy- 
ware is designed to foil 
fraud artists who hire other 
people to write the test for 
them, disguised sometimes 
in full wig, using a twin or 
even a spouse — one hus¬ 
band wrote a test for his 


wife wearing one of her 
dresses, said one test offi¬ 
cial, but was spotted when 
his five-o’clock shadow be¬ 
gan to show. 

“It’s unfortunate some 
people want to cheat to get 
the higher scores,” said Rick 


Powers, executive director 
of the University of Toron¬ 
to’s MBA program. 

“For the integrity of the 
application process,” said 
Powers, “we support this 
type of technology.”

Pakistani violence on rise 

Recent murders blamed on political infighting 


Dozens of people have 
been killed in Pakistan’s 
largest city including four 
found yesterday — three 
of them headless — in a 
wave of targeted attacks 
among rival political 
groups that some say is 
aimed at destabilizing the 
country’s ruling coalition. 

Political violence is com¬ 
mon in Karachi, but the 
shootings and decapitations 
since Jan. 1 have terrorized 
parts of this teeming me¬ 
tropolis, prompting the gov¬ 
ernment to send in paramil- 
itaiy forces to restore order. 

The political infighting 
comes at a time when the 
government is facing a rag¬ 
ing Taliban-led insurgency 
that has spread to Karachi 
and killed more than 600 
people across the countiy in 
the past three months. 


The growing unrest in 
the financial capital threat¬ 
ens to spark further insta¬ 
bility. 

“We have found four bod¬ 
ies of our party workers to¬ 
day,” said Faisal Sabzwari, a 
provincial lawmaker from 
the Muttahida Qaumi 
Movement, the strongest 
political party in Karachi 
and one dominated by the 
minority Mohaiir ethnic 
group. 

“Three of them were 
headless, and we found the

heads later on,” Sabzwari 
told The Associated Press. 

Sabzwari blamed mem¬ 
bers of the ruling Pakistan 
People’s Party for fuelling 
the violence, sa 5 dng much 
of it was being carried out 
by thugs from Lyari Town, a 
poor area of Karachi and a 
PPP stronghold. 

“They are the Lyari gang 
members and criminals 
who are killing our work¬ 
ers, and there are some ele¬ 
ments within the ruling 
party who patronize them,” 
he said. 

Although both parties are 
members of the ruling 
coalition, they have a tense 
relationship and a histoiy of 
conflict that dates back to 
the arrival of Mohajir immi¬ 
grants from India after Pak¬ 
istan gained independence 
in 1947.

Microsoft 
appealing 
in patent 
case: Firm 

TECHNOLOGY Canadian soft¬ 
ware company i4i says Mi¬ 
crosoft Corp. filed a 
petition with the U.S. 

Court of Appeals Friday 
asking it to re-hear a 
patent-infringement case 
between the two 
companies. 

The move follows a Dec. 
22 judgment by the court 
that upheld $290-million 
US judgment which found 
that Microsoft wilfully in¬ 
fringed upon i4i’s patents. 

“This next step of seek¬ 
ing a rehearing was antici¬ 
pated. We continue to be 
confident that we will pre¬ 
vail,” stated i4i chairman 
Loudon Owen. 

“In the meantime, the 
injunction against 
Microsoft goes into effect 
in three days, on Monday, 
Jan. 11. We look forward to 
continuing to build i4i’s 
business now that 
Microsoft is obligated to 
comply with the terms of 
the injunction.” 

In August, a Texas jury 
that found that i4i patents 
were infringed upon by the 
way Word 2003 and Word 
2007 customize XML, or ex¬ 
tensible markup language. 

The injunction prevents 
Microsoft from selling 
Word products that have 
the capability of opening 
an XML file containing cus¬ 
tom XML. 

Microsoft said last 
month it expected to have 
copies of Microsoft Word 
2007 and Office 2007 with 
the feature removed avail¬ 
able for sale.

Don’t expect them to say

The aim of the project by 
Canada’s defence research 
branch, launched last fall, 
is to improve on the cur¬ 
rent generation of remote- 
controlled devices de¬ 
signed for the battlefield. 

It may sound like some¬ 
thing from the Terminator 
films, but defence scien¬ 
tists say what they’re do¬ 
ing is a long way from the 
world envisioned by the 


TRADE China overtook Ger¬ 
many as the world’s top ex¬ 
porter after December ex¬ 
ports jumped 17.7 per cent 
for their first increase in 
14 months, data showed 
yesterday, in another sign 
of China’s rise as a global 
economic force. 

Exports for the last 
month of 2009 were $130.7 
billion US, data from the 
General Administration of 
Customs showed. That 
raised total 2009 exports to 
$1.2 trillion, ahead of the 
$1.17 trillion for Germany 
forecast by its foreign 
trade organization, EGA. 

China’s new status is 
largely symbolic but re¬ 
flects the ability of its re¬ 
silient, low-cost manufac¬ 
turers to keep selling 
abroad despite a slump in 
global consumer demand 
due to the financial crisis. 

December’s rebound was 
an “important turning 
point” for exporters, a cus- 


science fiction action flicks 
that made California Gov.

Franklin Wong, who 
leads the project at Canadi¬ 
an Forces Base Valcartier, 
Que., says the vehicles un¬ 
der study are not meant 
for combat but rather sur¬ 
veillance.

Stronger foreign sales of 
Chinese goods could help 
to drive the country’s re¬ 
covery after demand 
plunged in 2008, throwing 
millions of labourers out of 
work. 

Boosted by a 4 trillion 
5 uran ($586 billion) stimu¬ 
lus, China’s economic ex¬ 
pansion accelerated to 8.9 
per cent for the third quar¬ 
ter of 2009 and the govern¬ 
ment says full-year growth 
should be 8.3 per cent. 

Economists and Ger¬ 
many’s national chamber 
of commerce said earlier 
the country was likely to 
lose its longtime crown as 
top exporter.

Dhabi. 

Arabtec shares plunged 
6.9 per cent on the first 
full trading day since 
details of the deal with 
Aabar Investments 
became public. Analysts 
say the investment’s struc¬ 
ture could cut the value of 
stakes held by existing 
shareholders. 

Despite investors’ 
doubts, Arabtec could ben¬ 
efit over the long term.

After graduation 
and a year teaching Eng¬ 
lish abroad, she came 
home and found posting 
for a research assistant at a 
Toronto company that ap¬ 
praised art and antiques 
for insurance. 

“I just have to get this,” 
McGhee told herself Her 


knowledge of art got her 
hired on the spot. 

For seven years, she 
learned on the job. Senior 
staff members would go 
out and look at a piece of 
china, art, furniture or jew- 
eliy, and come back with 
photographs and notes. 


McGhee’s job would be to 
compare their information 
to the materials in the 
company’s extensive li¬ 
brary, and write up a re¬ 
port for an insurance com¬ 
pany on the object and its 
estimated value. 

As the years passed. 


McGhee got quicker and 
more knowledgeable, and 
soon was doing field work 
too. 

In 2006, the Canadian 
Antiques Roadshow on 
CBC needed a fine art ex¬ 
pert, and called her in. She 
worked on the last two

Around that time, she 
left her job and started 
M&G Appraisals (the G is 
for her husband Wade 
Gaudette, who helps her 
out sometimes but mainly 
works as a chef) out of her 
home in Orillia. 

She does appraisals for 
insurance purposes, but al¬ 
so to help settle estates 
when someone has died, 
and to divide assets in a di¬ 
vorce. Sometimes, people 
are just curious about the 


value of their possessions. 

Once or twice a week, 
McGhee attends auctions, 
mainly to keep herself cur¬ 
rent on the latest fads and 
prices. As well, she collects 
herself and sells a little 
too, so she’ll often buy. 

She divides the rest of 
her time between visiting 
client’s homes to either do 
on-the-spot appraisals (“I 
have a huge database in 
my head, I can give pretty 
accurate quotes”) or to 
take photographs and 
notes. Then, at home, she 
consults her libraiy of 
books and the various elec¬ 
tronic databases she sub¬ 
scribes to find comparable 
items to aid her in writing 
a report about the item 
and its estimated value. 

Being around all these 
antique treasures all the 
time has its pitfalls. “In my 
house, there’s not an inch 
of wall that doesn’t have 
art on it. I have closets 
stacked with art: I don’t 
know what to do with it 
all.”

Telling stories the right way 
and making sure they are 
heard is what Pat McNama¬ 
ra does best. 

As founder and CEO of 
APEX Public Relations Inc., 
McNamara, 52, is known 
for being honest and 
straightforward in an indus¬ 
try often caricatured as be¬ 
ing neither of those things. 
She’s also been recognized 
as one of Canada’s Top 100 
Women Entrepreneurs and 
says what keeps her moti¬ 
vated and successful is a fo¬ 
cus on trust and lasting rela¬ 
tionships. 

“The business I’m in is a 
lot about relationships. 1 
don’t think clients ultimate¬ 
ly buy on price. Particularly 
in the service business, peo¬ 
ple want good relationships 
— they want to work with 


people they like,” McNama¬ 
ra said. 

Bom in London, Ont., Mc¬ 
Namara studied journalism 
in Calgary after getting an 
undergraduate degree from 
the University of Western 
Ontario. Like a lot of young 
journalists, she switched to 
public relations to get 
steady work and spent 16 
years working for different 
agencies before deciding to 
branch out on her own. 

When she started APEX 
in 1998 she was the sole em¬ 
ployee in a small office, buy¬ 
ing furniture on the same 
day new clients were walk¬ 
ing in the door. McNamara 
even pretended to be her 
own receptionist once 
when a call came in because 
she didn’t want an impor¬ 
tant client to think she had 
no secretaiy. 

At the time, a recession 
was in full swing and the 
tech bubble hadn’t yet

burst, yet APEX found the 
year 2000 to be its best 
growth year in large part 
because while other PR 
firms were cmmbling un¬ 
der the weight of economic 
hardships, McNamara’s 
firm was revving up to take 
on clients. 

Now, years later, McNa¬ 
mara’s company numbers 
more than 30 employees 
and is a growing force in 
Canada. McNamara credits 
a lot of that growth to the 
increasing importance of 
good public relations man¬ 
agement in a world where 
information travels faster 
than ever. 

“PR used to be a ‘nice to 


have,’ now it’s a ‘have to 
have.’ Public scmtiny is 
huge today so it’s in the best 
interest of a company to be 
as transparent as possible 
and tell their stoiy,” she 
said. 

McNamara used to be the 
chair of the Canadian Coun¬ 
cil of PR Firms and when it 
comes to negative percep¬ 
tions of the pubhc relations 


industiy, McNamara is 
adamant that a few bad ap¬ 
ples shouldn’t be allowed to 
spoil the batch. She says the 
industiy as a whole strives 
for ethical behaviour and 
practices because the public 
can see through lies and 
misdirection. 

“As an industiy we need 
to be clear that we are en¬ 
couraging our clients to be 


transparent. You ultimately 
need to tell the truth and 
that’s what we encourage 
our clients to do,” she said. 

McNamara’s best piece of 
advice for budding entre¬ 
preneurs? Don’t go it alone. 

“I’m a really big propo¬ 
nent of good advisors be¬ 
cause it’s absolutely impos¬ 
sible to be good at every¬ 
thing.”

LAURENTIAN PRESIDENT'S VI¬ 
SION FOR THE NEW YEAR: In d 

recent interview with the Sud¬ 
bury Star, Laurentian University 
president Dominic Giroux dis¬ 
cussed his vision for the univer¬ 
sity in 2010 — the year the in¬ 
stitution celebrates its 50th an¬ 
niversary — and beyond. In the 
interview Giroux brings up the 
four priorities Laurentian is fo¬ 
cusing on: National 
recognition; being a university 
of choice while strengthening 
its regional, bilingual, and tri- 
cultural mandate; student en¬ 
gagement; and community re¬ 
sponsiveness. One important 
area of focus will be the new 
architecture school, which Lau- 
rentian's board of governors 
approved in principle last June. 
The university needs to raise 
$44 million for the school, and 
Giroux hopes to have the mon¬ 


ey raised by next summer. Lau¬ 
rentian is also looking at 
reviewing programs that 
might not be sustainable, and 
offering more minors. 

ONLINE TOOL ALLOWS UWO 
STUDENTS TO CHECK EFFECTS 
OF DRINKING: In a University 
of Western Ontario students 
are being encouraged to 
anonymously answer 
questions about drinking us¬ 
ing a new web program that 
helps students assess the im¬ 
pact of their alcohol consump¬ 
tion. The tool, titled Check 
Your Drinking University (CYD- 
U), calculates the annual 
amount spent on alcohol, the 
number of alcoholic beverages 
consumed per year, and extra 
calories consumed from drink¬ 
ing. It also graphically 
illustrates a student's 
consumption patterns. A 


recent study from the Centre 
for Addiction and Mental 
Health shows that online tools 
such as CYD-U can help change 
drinking behaviours, and UWO 
officials hope it will be a good 
program to promote responsi¬ 
ble alcohol use by students.
